IN MIDDLE OF ADDRESS, SECTION STARTS WITH PRAISE FOR 
CONFERENCE HOST PERU. MINIC GOES ON TO SAY THAT NON-ALIGNED 
STATES OFFER FULL SUPPORT TO LATIN AMERICAN COUNTRIES 

IN OPPOSING FOREIGN INTERVENTION AND SEEKING ECONOMIC 
INDEPENDENCE. HE ESPOUSES RESTORATION OF PAN AMIANI AN 
SOVEREIGNTY OVER CANAL (AS DOES HAK), CUBAN SOVEREIGNTY 
OVER GUANTANAMO AND "LIQUIDATION OF REMAINING COLONIAL 

ENCLAVES AND FOREIGN BASES" IN CARIBBEAN AND LATIN 
AMERICA. HE WELCOMES END OF ECONOMIC BLOCKADE OF CUBA 
AND CENCSURES PRESENT CHILEAN GOVERNMENT.
